Dr. Baker was born in Dover, Del., 


on December 12, 1866. 
The family 


later moved to "Wilmington, where he 
received 'his earjy education. He was 
well known ]n Wilmington musical 
circles, being an accomplished musi- 
cian. In Wilmington he w'as connect- 
ed with a wholesale drug flrm. He 
studied medicine at the University of 
Pennsylvania and was graduated from, 
that institution in 1901. In that same 
year he came to Lelaenrlng, where he 
succeeded Dr. W. J. Bailey as physi- 
cian for the H. C. Frick Coke Com- 
pany. In 1907 he left L.eisenrlng-, then 
going1 to Germany and Austria for a 
year of study." 
Upon his return to 


this country he located in Connells- 
ville. His practise grew rapidly. His 
oflice and home were located in the 
Masonic Temple on South. Pittsburg 
street. 


He was a member of the Fayette 


County Medical Society, the Pennsyl- 
vania state society, a surgeon for the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad and on the 
staff of the Cottage State Hospital. 
He was one of the founders and an ac- 
tive member In the Yough Medico- 
Social Club. * 


Dr. Baker is survived by his widow, 


who was Miss Nellie Parker, ot Wil- 
mington, a brother In Philadelphia, 
and two nieces and a nephew In Wil- 
mington.
